above his Fellows, thar Fe's called the 

wiſdom of the Father, does in theſe 

words, circumſpealy anfwer, what was 
circumventingly propoted ; for ver. i 5. the Pha- 
riſees, a knowing and ſubtil Se&, had a deſign 
to entrap him in his talk : The Devil had be- 
fore laid his ſnares, that are called Queſiunm, 
by which he catches ſo many ambitious and co- 
vetous ones, v7. Riches and Honours. They 
in the Texr,lay theirs Queſtzonum,in which many 
inconfiderate and unwary ones are ſnar'd, vs. 
thoſe of dilematical and doubrtul Queſtions ; 
which that they might more ſuccestully do, than 
did their Father the Devil, they firſt take Counſel 
abour it, then chuſe fit Emiſſaries- to effect it, 
ſome of their own Diſciples, and ſome of the 
motly Herodians, who. being of a politick Reli-

i be Bleſſed Jeſus that was ſo anointed 
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gion, propoſe a politick Queſtion, about the 
King's Revenne :- which, accerding to counſel 
taken, and infſtruftion given, *they very craitily 
propoſe,and firſt, to remove all ſuſfpition of their 
doken, they firſt court him,which indeed he was, 
though they believed itnor,as a Teacher and Do- 
Ctor,as the word rendred Maſter implies.Secondly, 
they charaeriſe him, m_ truly in it ſelf, yer 
fallily as to them, as one, firſt, of Truth and In- 
tegrity ; thou art true, &c, Secondly, of Courage 
and Imparrtiality ; neither careſt thou for any 
man. For, tc. Thirdly, leaſt yet ſome jealouſic 
of their deſign might remain, they, uncompell'd 
and freely, atteſt the truth of this Character, 
and become his S$c:0's, Maſter, we know, &©c. and 
then ſecondly, they put the Queſtion : tell us 
then what thinkſt thou, ©c. which cunningly infi- 
nuates that 'tis his opinion, not his determination 
which they expected, as if they only defire ro 
know whether as to this problem he would af- 
firm or deny : if he had ſaid 'tis, then the Pha- 
Tiſees and ſuch as were ſimply Jews, would have 
taken juſt offence : they being as to Ceſar a free 
people, and by Conqueſt only made —_—y 
If he had ſaid 'tis nor, then he would neceſſarily 
have fallen into the diſpleaſure of Ceſar's Subſti- 
rutes, and theſe mungrel Herodzans.

' Therefore knowing and obſerving all their fal- 
ſifies, v.18.bur Jeſus,Gc. fending theirs, hemakes 
a blow at them, vey. 19, 20. which they break- 
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Ing with a poſitive, though unwary Anſwer, vey. 


21. they ſay unto him Ceſar's this, their own an- 


| ſwer becomes a Delphick Sword in his Menage; 


For by owning their currant Coin, to the leaſt de- 
air, to bear the Image and Superſcription of 
Ceſar ; they in that very thing own Ceſen's So- 
vereignty ; nothing being more a badg thereof, 
than coining money, and therefore always alter- 
ed upon the death or change of a Prince : fo 
thar he let them ſee, from their anſwer to his, how 
they might have ſaved their Queſtion ; as long 
as they had, or could ſee, money, their Coin 
would furniſh them with an argument for Tri- 
bute. Ir being but a rendring to Ceſar the 
things that are Ceſar's. 

O43. This Connexion is clear, but how comes 
this in, and unto God ? 

A. If we look back to the former Chapter, we 
ſhall find that divers Queſtions Religious had 
gone before.He was no ſooner come to Jeruſalem, 
bur he begins his deſign'd Reformation, ver. 1 2, 
13. and to make it the more currant, he heals all 
comers, ch. 21.ver 14. which produce Hoſanna's_ 
from the very children. But thoſe that chiefly 
ſhould have aberted him, in ſuch works of Picty 
and Charity,are diſpleaſed,and quarrel with him, 
not ſo much, overtly, for thoſe his deeds, as the 
reſults of them, his praiſes : vey. 16. but he an- 
ſwers them as he did their Inſtigator with Scrip- 
rure, out of ©|. 8.2. aftera receſs from the 17. to 
7.23, the very ſame come again to queſtion him, 
even the chicf Prieſts, a Elders of the pay 
*þ 2 | 
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ple, inſtead of rhe Scribes, ver. 24, asking for 
his Commiſſion and: its derivation , which was 
of the ſame dilematical and dubious nature , 
as appears by the Queſtion He oppoles inſtead of 
an anſwer, upon the clear and open anſwering of 
which,he promiſes ſatisfaCtion,v.24. & beginning 
of 25.but the cunning they uſed in their propoſal, 
they have recourſe to for their anſwer,in ſeg. 2 5.15 
26. therefore their return is ſhort, but ſubril, vey. 
27 beginning, which gives him ſcope to make his 
Rejoinder in the end of the ſame verſe. 

And ſmartly rebukes them in three Parables, 
that of the two Sons,v.28.which from their own 
mouth, py. 31, he homely applics in the end of 
31 and 32, and thar of the Husbandman, which 
from v.33, to tlie end of t. 40, He propoſes, and 
they in v. 41, anſwer, our of which their own 
anſwer, he infers their guilt, v. 42, 3, 4. which 
they eaſily perceived v. 45, and would, if they 
durſt, have reveng'd, v. 46. Burt that yer, as by 
the mouth of two or three Witneſſes, they might 
be:condemned,he gives them yer another Parable 
of the marriage of the Kings Son in the begin- 
ning of this; where he cloſely hints the Gentz/es 
Vocation, v.9. and their Rejeftion, v. 12, 13. 
which they alſo could not but underſtand ir, 
as they had done the former, that it eſpeciall 
concern'd them. Therefore they laying afide all 
religious Queſtions, not being able to this three- 
fold alluſion to anſwer a word,as v.46.0f this, but 
what he could make uſe of to their confutation ; 
whilſt they not caring to hear any more of that 
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car, are reſolyed to entrap him in marter of the 
Kingdom. He unwilling to let them go, with- 
out ſome refle&tion,on what they were willing to 
forget. He minds them that ſome things by way 
of rendition and tribute, do diſtin@ly reter to 
God, after rendition unto Ceſar, therefore, after 
Render unto Ceſar &c. he leaves the ſame word 
to be ſupplied, and unto God, tc. 
& Why then begins he with Ceſar ? 

. It may be, firſt, that he might upbraid them 
for that folly of theirs, that made ſure to entrap 
him, by this generically different, and conſulted 
Queſtion ; and abour to convince them, that 7he 
wiſdom of men is fooliſhneſs with God, He ſhews 
how, what they juſt now urged as irrefragable, 
he can with-caſe, immediately overthrow, or ſe- 
condly, ro let them know, that he the leſs won- 
dred ar, their nor giving to God over all bleſſed 
tor ever, the things that were his ; when they 


| ſhould be found under a doubt of giving,to thoſe 


who are called Gods, rhe things thar are theirs. 

Theſe for the moſt part being in couples, fo 
inſeparable, that who f iS a bad Chriſtian, can 
never be a good Subjet; nor he who is a bad 
Subject, a good Chriſtian. So he rhat is a good 
Subje&, is a good Chriſtian; and there is no good 
Chriſtian, bur is a good Subject ; a truth, thar if 
it were well weighed by our two Polar diſſenters, 
would certainly eyen conftrain them, that they 
might evidence their pretences of being the 
true Chriſtians, to become the better Subjects. 
We. ſhould all more believe, that they did: real-

ly give unto God, ©c, it more viſibly they did 
give unto Ceſ.c, ©c. of which, according to our 
Saviours Order ; Firſt, and in it theſe three parts, 
the Act, Objed, Subject, in whom, about whar. 
The Act is,Give,or rather Render,which Pareus 
himſelf no great friend to Royalty,acknowledges 
on the place,conſtrain'd it may be by the force of 
the original ward, or the clear ſcope of the place. 
1. Renaeyx, (.e.) give as of due and debr, not of 
grace and kindneſs: there is a due we are to 
render unto all men, Roz. 13. 5. (2.e.) where ano- 
ther has,cither a Natural,Civil,or Religious right, 
things are not given, but-rendred. 2. G:zve freely, 
and of a willing mind,not grudgingly,and by con- 
ſtraint - Our Lord does as his, and ours, love a 
chearful giver, becauſe it aſfimulates a man to him, 
<ho grveth freely, and e—_— 0t, 3.Large- 
ly and fully, not niggardly and ſparingly, as we 
would to a Treaſury or Granary, whence we 
hope to receive again : would we not reap little, 
ler us ſow much. For, 2 Cor. 9.6. He that ſow- 
eth bountifully, ſhall reap bountifully ; and con- 
trarily : our opening wide, is the way to have our 
cxpeQartions more amply fill 'd. 

4. Render ſeaſonably, and in due time ; not 
ſlowly, and out of ſeaſon : Who gives quickly, 
gives doubly : Who gives ſeaſonably, gives tre- 
bly : Nay, who renders quickly and opportune- 
ly, gives; as we ſay of a juſt and punctual 
bag when he pays upon a pinch, he did me as 

reat a pleaſure, as if he had given me ſuch or 
luch a ſumm, There are a fort of 'viſcous and 
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bird-lim'd gifts, that by their ſticking become 
ungrateful : Whilſt ſuch gitts hang in the hopper 
(as we ſay) Ceſar may ſtarve for want of his due. 
Whoſocver gives, ſhould thus give, eſpecially 
he that renders ; yet more when he renders unto 
2. The Objec, Ceſar : The whole race of the 
Roman Emperors, from their firſt original to this 
day,from 7u/;us,were ſurnamed Ceſars, and under 
that name are comprehended all ſupreme Ma- 
giſtrates, yea and Governors as ſent by them. 
Which at this time were Infidels and Heathens, 
and ſo ſtrangers to the Covenant of Grace. Nay, 
they were perſccutors of all that profeſſed and 
owned the name of Jeſus ; infomuch that we 
have recorded neer as many perſecutions as there 
were eminent Ceſars; ten 0 L ws and bur twelve 
of theſe. And did Chriſt give this in charge then, 
when Nero's, Domzitian's, and Maximine's were 
Emperors ? and ſhall we think he meanr ir leſs 
due to thoſe, who themſelves profeſt Chriſtiani- 
ty, and foſtered it in others ? was it not to Con- 
fontine's and Theodoſius's due? though indeed as 
the Church by their bounty brought forth riches, 
and after the atner deremede the Mother, by 
introducing Luxury and Laſineſs, yer was their 
Piety ne're the worſe meant, or ought their due 
therefore to be ſubſtracted, Again, was ir to be 
rendred to the Propagators,and nor to the Defen- 
ders,the James's &.C; Forles's of our days,the moſt 
ſtrenuous, and able -Afſertors of thar : Faith thar 
providentially was delivered ro them: inſomuch. 
that the furl defended ir with his Pen "= 
cc 
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the two tropicks of Popery and Phanatiſm to 
the amaſement and ſilence of all forreign Princes 
and- doctors ; and the _— the mouths of 
all domiſtick gainſayers:and the Other maintain'd 
it againſt the ſame extreams both by Pen and 
Sword, with the hazzard of his lite whilſt ar 
Liberty ; and after to the perpetual ſhame of his 
Rebellious- Subjects, but ro his own eternal 
Honour, ' Seald-it with his blood : Being in One, 
a Conſtellation of Confeſſor,Detender,and Martyr. 
Andis it leſs to be rendred to our preſent Soye- 
raign ? who, as much as Ipray God heever may, 
has trac'd his bleſſed Fathers ſteps ; nay in ſome 
made deeper impreſſions. He was not leſs hun- 
red like a Patridge upon the Mountaines, then 
his Father was; objeted to equal perils and 
dangers from his Countrymen and ſubjeAts. And, as 
his Father was actually bought and ſould, firſt 
by a perfidious party of his own Countrymen 
to the Rebellious Engliſh,and afterwards curſedly 
bargain'd for berwixt thoſe moſt Diſingenuous, 
_ Traiterou's Bradihaw's and Crummel's ; So 
was there' a price laid down for his life ; So 
our preſent Ceſar was from -a Prodigious height 
of traiterous impudence, publickly proclaim'd an 
Excile from, and Enemy to his Native Soil and 
Subje&ts. And in thoſe forreign parts where he 
was conſtrain'd to converſe, how many folicita- 
tions to ſhipwrack Faith+ and- good Conſcience 
muſt he needs meer with, "which -muſtt ſure be 
more poingnaunt'and tempting, when accom- 
panicd 'with his prefſing -wants and -Neceſſi-

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ties when every {reſh Meal,Garb or Lodging,were each 
a new Stratagem ; being forced to be beholding to 
them, who deſign'd Him their prey : Which was a - 
kind of Martyrdom. . But yet with what invincible, 
and unparalleld Reſolution,did:he maintain and bring 
home himſelf a Confeflor and Defender of the truce

Aga, hou ye fpek Aitinay, if har th Re 
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ligious,and Civil Law, makes his, we ſhould be forced 
- upon coincidencies; Ceſar claiming, and we ſtanding 
bound to pay, many of his dues by the right of both, 

' Religion, and Law, yea and Nature too. 

For, as Ceſar is our Father which is natural, and 
by the ſaperadded Law of the fifth Command,Divine; 
as alſo by the authoratative explanation of Human 
Laws, Civil. Honour and Eſteem, Fear and Reverence, 
Obedience and SubjeCction, Defence and Support, Love 
and Prayer are his dues. Now whatſoever divine right 
was afhix'd to the late pretended Government of the 
Church of Eng/and, as then 'twas nick-named : Sure I 
am 'tis ſtamp'd upon all theſe, and clearly fortified by 
the Laws of Human Nature, and Civil - Society ; a 
lawful Ceſar being by all thoſe Laws a common Fa- 
ther : upon which account, 

I, Gels due is Honour and Eſtcem from his Sub- 
jets, which all, are as ſo many members in his Royal 
Family, He being the Father of his Countrcy. There- 
fore, St. Peter, 1 Ep. c.2. ver. 17. having earneſtly ex- 
horted Subjects to rheir dury from the 13. He cloſes 
all with, Honour rhe King : the foundational exce!- 
lency of this relation exacting as a duc, all poſſible 
Eſtcem and Honour, in thought, word, anddced.

2. *Calmly and quietly undergoing the penalties, 
even of ſuch injunctions, as not only diſagree with, 
but are contrary to, Divine precepts ; which indeed is 
the proper Cue of paſſive obedience : And, Note , of 
this diſagreement or contradiction we mult be ſure, ro 
be fully ſatisfied, before we actually diſobey:And then

utmoſt as due to thoſe vital parts ; nay, yenturtin 
the loſs of any, of all, to fave Them : So ſhoul 
all Subjed&s, render unto Ceſar, all poſſible Defenes, 
and Supporr.

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our ordinary duties of Charity : tho as divine Hey 
bert (ings : Love is a preſent for a mighty King ; which 
becauſe we cannot trequently manitelt, in it's more 
familiar acts,: thongh bound: habitually to have it 
in readineſs , therefore this, that extends to all, at 
all diſtances, and is every- ones. due, ſo in a peculi- 
ar manner is it Ceſaxs : See the Apoltle's Cannon 
ior it, 1 779. 2.1, 2. I exhort therefore that firſt of 
all Sapplications, Prayers, Interceſſions, and giving” 
of Thanks be made for all men ; bat particularly , 
jor Kings andnll tht are in Authority over us : And 
they, indeed, efpccially need it : Ceſar's Condition 
tho much above others, yet is more Expos'd than 
ethers ; his Greatneſs, makes not only his Burdens, 
but dangers more imminent; He becomes, from His 
height, a more conſpicuous Mark, for the whole 
Artillery of Rell, and wicked men ; His temptations 
gre many, from His uncontroulable Capacitie; all be- 
ing accountable to Him, He only to God: From 
| His Eminency, He is lyable to be fiatterd in any of 
his poſlible Errors, too many being {till ready, with 
their Pillows and Kerchicts, nay and the very Pro- 
phets are apt to dawb with untemper'd mortar. Their 
Counfels are intricate and difficult, their thoughts 
oft ruffi'd with their Solicitous care of the Peoples 
good, and thereforc as a particular and peculiar - due 
they call for our Prayers, that They may be directed 
upon 3ll Emergencies to ſound and ſafe Reſolves ; 
that They may be preſerv'd from all thoſe theatning 
dangers ; that They may wiſely, and powerfully, re- 
fiſt and repel, thoſe many ſly and mighty remprati- 
ons; and indeed, in nothing more can ſubjects be 
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expreſſive of their Love to Ceſar thanin humble, 
ſincere, and conſtant prayer. All, and every of which, 
mu't in their proportion: be deriv'd upon his Subſti- 
rutes, it being by St. Perers Rule, 1 Ep. 2. 13, x4. 
Due to every ordinance of man and that for the Lords 
ſake : Foras Ceſars are Gods, ſo all other Rulers and 
Governours, are Ceſar's Subſtitutes. | 

Bur oh how little has been, nay, may T not ſay 
how little is, Chriſts advice followed by Chriſtians ; 
hispeaccable and humble precepts, being eſteem'd 
rather as Bouys and Marcks on Shelfs and Rocks, 
Not to be approach'd, than as Phares and Light hou- 
ſes to direct our way : Lets expoſtulate the ry 
a lictle, and may fuch as are guilty ſo ſelf-judg an 
condemn themſelves here, that they may avoid the 
judgment of Condemnation hereafter! we ſhall only 
. therically enquicr whether. 

1. This be to honour and eſteem Ceſzr, or his Sub- 
ſtitutes, when we ſpeak all manner of evil of Dignities ? 
which tho St. Fade propheci'd of, yet with Rock an. 
aſſimulation, that one would think, ſhould make all 
men ayoid it, or at leaſt the puniſhment annexed to 

it, the periſhing of Corah, br 
_ a 'aul, Af 23.5. Owns the canonical 
obligation of Zx04.22.28.That none ought to ſpeak e- 
vil of the Ruler of the people; which is yer much more 
material fo® the Convi&tion of all, who wirh-hold 
their Due ; if we conſider, it was after the diſſolution 
.of "the -\Mofaical Frame , yet'ſpoken in refercnce ro 
a pretended high Pricſt, 'then in being, by whoſe 
umuft. command Hewas Rruck in . the Face, v. 2. 
and-unerd by way of tereaBtarion, that he had a- 
Tp” | ny. 
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£y way cait diſhcnour, or appear to diſeſteem him. 
Thoſe certainly thar do fijghr, vilife, and contemn 
Ceſar, either in thought, word or deed, do in neither 
Honour and Eftcem Him, and contrary to Chriſts 
Command with-hoid his due, not Rendring unto Ceſar 
the things that are Ceſar's. 

2. Do they Fear or Reverence Ceſaz;, that vilifie 
and reproach him, and all his actions ? do they regard 
them as Gods, that refuſe them the common reyerence 
due ro men ? thar it they pleaſe nor them, they ſhall 
not only nor be,yhat God has appointed them ; bur, 
not be ar all; Invading nor only their undoubted Pre- 
rogatives,but their ſacred Perſons. Shall it be thought 
-an effect of fear and reyerence, that made David's 
heart ſmite him, for cutting of S$2#/7's lapper ? and 
ſhall not the ſtupendious Treafon of Remorſeleſs ſe- 

vering his Anointed Hcad from his Body,be rank'd in 
-the front of the ſame Clafſis ? 

I leave the queſtion to be refolyed, by the moſt 
cauteriſed Conſcience. | 

But we hope, that ſo deteſtable a thing, will never 

again enter into the heart, much leſs reach the hand 
oft the moſt miſcreant Subject. For, 1 Sam. 26. 9. 
Who can ſtretches hand againſt the Lords anointed, 
and be guiltleſs? Nay, who can þbrandiſh his tongue 
againſt the worſt of Ceſars, and not incur divine Ji 
Pleaſure ? For FJo/omon a King, wiſe and $ooo, Eccleſ. 
IO, 20. Curſe not the King, no, not in thy thoughts; 
though it may be thou:mayelſt rhink: he. deſerves it, 
much leſs upbraid him in. thy ſpeech; though : never 
ſo reproachable. - E/;hu intimates, though he be poſ- 
ſibly wicked and ungodly, yet it is.a very noggin 
| _ ing 
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thing to be ſaid to any Supreme. Jos 38. 18. Is zt fit 
to ſay, to a King thou art wicked ? or to Princes ye 
are ungodly? The affirmative Interrogarion ſirongly 
denies the thing ; it is by no means fit: which he 
eſteems ſo indubitable, that he dare leaye it to com- 
mon judgment. 

Every Ceſar, not being leſs Gods Miniſter, ra exe- 
cute vengeance on evil doers, tho He himſelf be ſuch, 
They are not to be revilcd and flighted as Sinners,bur 
dreaded and reyer'd as Avengers. 

3.Again, are ſuch Obedienr and Subject,thar out of, 
pretended Conſcience, bur, real tation, diſpute and 
queſtion all, but contfadict and oppoſe many of his 
Injan&tions?Nort conſidering,that nothing is more evi- 
dent,than thar all lawtul Commands,are to be obeyed 
actively, and even the moſt unlawtul,pathvely,as be- 
fore ; and then, are Ceſaz's Commands lawtul, when, 
no way cottradicted by Gods : Indced it is uniaw- 


ful ro obey, when God forbids, the. very matter of 


their commands: Bur then this caution is not to be 
forgotten, That, as we are fure,Subjection and Obedi- 
ence is Ceſar's due; ſo after rhe impartial uſe of all 
politble means, we ſtand affuredly convinc'd, that - 
this or that command of Ceſar's, runs counter with 
God's; elſe, how eaſle is it, to put on the pretence of 
Conſcience, to Cloak Diſobedience; appcaring to give 
unto God,the things that are God's, and in the mean 
time,Robb Ceſar,ot that which is his ; and ſo, under a 
ſpecious notion,of it's being better to obey God then 
man, Diſobey both. 

4.] Yet again, do :they give Ceſizy his due of De; 
fence and Support, who grutch every penny of ,Tax 
or Tribute, and that, moſt unreaſonably,when bytheir 
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own Conſcnt Legally Erogated ? Such who, cycry 
day, can ſpend more, vainly, it may be, finiuily (2. c.) 
ro gratilie am unrea{onabic pai. in, a deiiructive 
luſt, or a taQious Party,and yet think much, to render 
Ceſar his due : Nay, who wall pawn their neceſlaries, 
ro ſupply theirExtravagancies,and yet repine at cvery 
ſmall .ſum,: for dcience and ſupport of their I'rince. 
Why, is not all thy peace and plenty, Liberty, and 
Property, both begot, and maintain'd by Ceſar, ſuffi- 
cient to oblige thee to a chearful rendringHim his due? 
Shall that Head, which by his Legal adminiſtra- 
tion of juſtice, ſits ſafe on its ſhoulder , retuſe, when 
cald for, to pay its pole ? ſhalt thou quietly fit in thy 
own Chimny-corner, and thinks two ſhillings a year 
for thy hearth, a rack-rent for ſuch a Benefit? doſt 
thou unmoleſted &1y, ſell,ond get gain; and yer prefer 
danger of plundring,betore dutitul paying of Cuſtome 
and Exciſe ? S:tteft thou under thy own Vine,and Fig- 
tree, rejoicing in the wife of thy Touth, and thy chil- 
dren, like Oltte branches, round about ihyTable, Nene 
making the affraid :And are lawiully impos'd Taxes 
to dear a purchaſer for ſuch a deſiteable bleſling ? Ce- 
{ar's muſt be conſidered as our Seas, into which as all 
our Rivers Run, -ſo from thence by ſecret Caverns ; 
they again return to ſupply our Fountains. 

They arc,as before,the Stomach of the Nation,thar 
diſgeſts all, but 'ris for the Benefit, and ſupply of the 
whole ; which if rightly conſidered, would even con- 
ſtrain us, no more to with-hold their due, then our 
hand would refuſe ro feed our Belly : did we: know: 
the cumberſome, and unweildy nature of a.Scepter, 
the Maſly yo. of an Imperial Crown: ; ; what prick- 
ipg thorns, Ceſarjan Ermyns are yowdred wides C "* 
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which purpoſe bleſſed Charls the firſt ſpeaks ) we 
would not ſtoop to take them off a Dunghil : W-re 

ſubjects acquainred with the amuſing intricacies and 

decp policics of rneir various Councels ; did rhey but 

think on tneir many meales dcter'd, nay forſaken ; 

their interrapred {iceps, and waking nights, and all 

for their yoo : They muſt be forced to own, that Prine 

ces, more difficultly carn,cven their dues,than the mean- 

eſt Labourcr does his hire : Remember alfo the grand 

Examplar, Imean the bleſſed Jeſus, who upon the 

firſt intimation,rarher then not pay tribute unto Ceſar, 

He puts himſelf to the charge of aMiracle,the 17.ch. of 
this Goſpel] and the 27. v. Yet again. 

5. And laſtly, I {till ask the Qurſtion only,whether 
they anſwer the Apoſtollical Cannon, in praying cſ- 
pecially for Kings, and all in cuthority; who, in 
their licenc'd publick devotions, vent rather Libels 
againſt, than Petitions for, their Princes ? Whillt they 
remonitrate, not fo much to Ged, as the Congrega- 
tion, their popular, though but pretended,grievances : 
So far are ſuch irom praying according to the clauſe 
of tho ſame Canon, that under them, they may lead 
peaceable and quiet lives, 7» all godlineſs and honeſty: 
that they only ſuggeſt their Fears, of its being impolſ- 
ſible. Hence, He;happily, thinks Himſelf, and ſomc- 
times 1s celebrated,by others, as praying moſt affecti- 
onately for, that does it, moſt ſcandalouſly againſt 
Ceſar ; as if the Spleen, not the Liver, were the proper 
Focus to warm their devotion. No wonder then fuch 
meet with, as they call-it, hard meaſure : For why 
ſhould God for them alter his refolution, of: every 
ones reaping has be ſows Jf they, i the fack of 
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God, and his Congregation, will ſow difquiert and diſ- 
ſention, whar. hope is there thar they ſhould reap 
other, than trouble and confuſion ? 

Pur I begin ro hope, and ſhall at leaft continue to 
wiſh, better things of all Engliſh Subjects, and ſuch as 
ought to accompany true Chriſtians, obeying Chrilt, 
as in al! other, fo in this command cfpecially, ro g:ve 
unto Celar the things that are Celar's. In thought, 
word,and decd,rendring Him al! Konour and Eiteem, 
Fear and RKevercnce, Obedience and Subjection, De- 
tence and Sapport, Love and Prayer. Leſt poſſibly, 
the not practiſing of this, ſhould introduce a neglect 
of what tollows : And we ſhould not at all, or more 
awkwardly, g:zwe 11to God the things that are Gods : 
Tor in a proportion to that of 1 Joh. 4. 20. It we 
render nor the dues, to theſe Gods, we do ſec; how 
mall we, to Kim, whom we-have not ſeen? As, 1, How 
can we acknowledg the Supreme, that diſown the ſub- 
ordinate Dcitics ? Canthey in likelihood have a true 
eſtimate of Ged, that deſpiſe Dignities ? How can they 
fear him, that honour not the King ; fince both are 
forc'd on by the ſame Apoſtolical rule? and' it were 
caſy to inſtance in the rett. | 

In a word, how can They render either to God, or 
ought agniz'd to Him, who are notlead by this manu- 
duction; of rendring to Ceſar, &c. 

Let us therefore all render unto: Ceſar the things 
that, are Ceſars, leaſt, as a” juſt judgment, He might 
with-hold from us, the things thar are ours, or, ſtrait- 
ning our ſelyes in our rendition to Ceſar, we ſhould 
neyer be truly enlarged fully roaccompliſh the whole 

Texx ; and give unto God the things that are Gods.” 
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
